Latest on Award Coverage 


Statistics on the award coverage of employees derived from the May 1990 Survey of Employee Earnings 
and Hours have recently been released. They provide a snapshot of the percentage of male and female 
employees covered by awards, determinations or collective agreements of the various wage fixing authorities, 
classified by industry, occupation, sector, State/Territory, employee category and employer size. Also 
provided are estimates of the number of employees covered by major awards.
